haue with their corrupt natures, to 
keepethem within thecompaſſe of O- 
bedience. Nay, I yeraddefurther,the 
nature of men. and of all men is ſocor- 
rupt,fince 44am :that euen the ſeede 
of the ſinne againſt the holy Ghoſt,and 
a pronnes to it; is in the nature of 
euerie man (though not-one man a- 
mongſt many thowſandes doe commit 
that {inne,) tor ſeeing inthat (in, there 
is .aheape or Sca of all finnes gathe- 
D red 


red together ? he thereforerhat hathiri 
his nature the ſeede of all finnes : hath 
alſo the ſeedeofit. And againe, ſeein 
alleuill rendes to aperfeRtion, as: well 
asgrace.doth; what reaſon therefore is 
there, but thatwe may ſafely thinke, 
that-che Deuill would hale everic one 
to[that height of finne: ifirwerenot 
that the powerfull hand of God pre. 
vented him ; who will neither ſuffer 
wicked men, Northe Deuill himſclfe 
to bee ſo wicked as they could, and

The vſe ofthis ſecond Rule,is nota- 
ble.For in this ſearching of ourſelves, 
it ſheweth vs what weare , without 
all cullors. ot deceit, and fully dif- 
 couers vnto vs, the veglineſle of our 
natures: and it may teach vs all howe 
tothinke andeſtzeme of ourſelues,whE 
we heare of Caznes vnnaturallmurther, 
Pharaohs vnnaturall crueltie, Sodomits 
vnnaturall luſt, 4chitephle,diuiliſh pol- 
licy, Senacheribs horrible blaſphemy,

Isdas monſtrous treaſon, Tuljans feare- 
full Apoſtocie. VVhen we heare ofthe 
fearcfuilmurders , treaſons ;periuries, 
fincies againſt nature; blaſphemies,A- 
poſtocies,witchcrafrs ,8& otherthe hor- 
rible ſinnes of the worlde: letvs then 
returne: into our ſelues ; and looke 
homewards,cuen intoour owne harts, 
and confeſle eueric one, that theſe 
fhould hanebeene euen thy ſinnes al- 
fo, ifGodsgrace had not preuented 
thee, this will humble thee, and make 
thee thinke- vilely, and baſely of thy 
ſelfe, and ſo conſequently bring thee 
to Repenrance and true amendment? 
and the very reaſon, why men repent 
not, nor amende their waies , is,be- 
cauſe they are Phariſtes by nature, 
and thinke highly of themſelues , and 


_ of theirownenatures, and their natu- 


rall inchnations : this will bee a harſh 
anda ſtrange Dodrine to tlem, Oh, 
they haue excellent natures,and they 
cannot indure ſuch, and ſuch ſins; and

others : butlet allſuch/men know,they 
muſt ceaſe magnifying nature, and 
learneto magnific Gods grace .'

Riſed by him, who will truely ſearch 

T himlelfe, is, thateuery man borne of 
 Adan,isbynature,thechilde of wrath, 
and Gods enimie: this is true of all 
without exception; High or Low,Rich 
or Poore, Noble or Simple, borne in 
the viſible Church or withour. And 
further, by being enemie of God, he is 
therefore borne ſubie& to Hel,to dam- 
nation, and to all other curſes : ſo that 
looke as a Traytour conuidted;ſtandes 
thereby in his Princes high diſpleaſure, 
and is:{ure of death without ſpeciall 
pardonzſo ftandes euery man,when he 
is, borne, conuicted of highe trea- 
ſon againſt God, in: his wrath and dif- 
fauour; andis in danger of Hell, which 
_ tsthefulfilling of *the wrath of God. 
Thus David confeſſeth of himſelfe. '7 
was borne in. Iniquitie , and in ſinne bath 
my Mother conceived me: {in {inne,then 
in Gods :wrath,andynder the daunger 
of damnation.

the equitie of this thirdrule depends on

vnles we procureGods fayour againe,

Thefirſt,isa bondage vnder Sathan: 
Irs a certaine truth that euerie man as 
he is borne of his Parents, and till hee 
repent,is aſlaue of Sathan: man or wo- 
manghigh or low; Sathan is his Lorde 
and Maiſter , Hee fittes as iudge in 
his heart; and in thisſence Sathan is 
the King of the Nations, and God. of 
the world.
